Judging from political activity in 
the’ Gate City the railroad unionites 
of that town are getting weary of 
swinging San Bernardino about their 
heads by the tail, and have now 
decided that by way of variety they 
will take on the entire county. 

Rumor has it that N. L. Levering, 
famous in the county as builder of 
roads, and for a time as a bank 
official—is the director-general and 
is endeavoring fo combine the Demo- 
cratic strength of the county with 
that of the unions with the sole 
purpose of defeating Republican can- 
didates for office. 

As Sheriff Shay called on the Gov- 
ernor for troops last week, when 
it looked like mob rule in San Ber- 
mardino because of the strike, he 
immediately gained the ill-will of 
the unions and leaders spent a por- 
tion of the week looking for a can- 
didate for sheriff, but at last re- 
ports had given up the idea. Once 
upon a time county candidates -for 
office were anxious to be endorsed 
by the union shopmen of San Ber- 
nardino, but things have evidently 
changed for there is no particular 
enthusiasm this year over such an 
endorsement. 

As yet no opposition has develop- 
ed to Harry Allison, county clerk, 
and indications are that Mr. Allison 
will not be oppésed, for he probably 
has more friends in every portion 
of the county “than any official in 
the court house. 

Opposition to C. D. Van Wie, 
county fax collector, evidently arose 
over the fact that Mr. Van Wie did 
not deposit enough county money in 
the Union Bank of San Bernardino. 
The Union Bank is. one of many 
union enterprizes now operating at 
the county seat. 

Many union men are evidently un- 
der the impression that the county 
Wine and San Bernardino city limits 
are one and the same thing and have 
lost sight of the fact that the county 
line is located on the west between 
Upland and Claremont .and on the 
east over on the Colorado River, and 

at several voters reside outside 
the Gate City. In fact, if Redlands, 
the desert section and the West End 
ef the county should stick together 
en certain candidates, all that the 
labor unions could do in putting their 
candidates into office wouldn't 
amount to very much. 

If you haven't registered yet, be 
sure and do so. for before August 
29th, the date of the primary, there 
promises to be many interesting de- 
yelopments and you will want to 
east your vote. Register now and

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With men of many years’ exper- 
ience practically of one mind as to 
the coming crop of oranges, present 
indications are that the Upland cit- 
rus fruit district, which extends from 
the mountains south to Fifth Street, 
will produce the largest crop of 
oranges in this county. 

Recently Horticultural Inspector J. 
F. Anderson gave it as his opinion 
after a thorough investigation, that 
the Upland district would have a 
seventy-five per cent crop of oranges. 
Immediately many growers were in 
doubt and questioned Mr. Anderson’s 
opinion. Before announcing their 
doubt, however, they conducted an 
investigation of their own, and now 
many of them agree with Mr. An- 
derson. 

The investigation of the O. K. Ex- 
change resulted in Harry B. Har- 
jow, manager of the Exchange, an- 
nouncing the forepart of this week 
that he believed Mr. Anderson was 
right, and further etatea that a 
seventy-five per cent crop had al- 
ways proven far more advantageous 
than a bumper crop, as the sizes 
were usually- small, and the trees 
suffered from too heavy production, 
the result being tuat the following 
year the trees slowed up. 

When Horticultural: Commissioner 
Coy announced recently that through- 
out the county the orange crop would 
be fifty per cent normal, he stated 
that the Upland district would have 
sixty per cent crop. Mr. Anderson 
and Mr. Harlow believe it will be 
seventy-five per cent, as do many 
growers since inspecting many groves 
in this district. 

The outlook for the coming year 
is excellent along business activity 
lines and local business men look to 
the coming year as one of the_ban- 
ner years. —~-

Since 1894, when the first line of 
the Pacific Electric, between Los An- 
geles and Pasadena, was completed 
up to the present time, when the 
company has over, 1,100 mfles of 
single track lines and y 
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is also kept in mind the needs 
and kept before them always the 
welfare of each community served. 

In a recent issue of the News we 
placed before the people items con- 
cerning the amount of payroll, num- 
ber of men employed, people trans- 
ported in 1921, per cent paid in 
maintaining the highway system. 

« Might mention it again. There are 
5,500 men employed, of which 27 
are in this locality; $8,000,000 in pay 
roll in the four counties served, of 
that amount approximately $2,700 is 
sent here for distribution to home 
merchants; 100,000,000 passengers 
transported last year, of which Up- 
land contributed a generous amount. | 

The company paid $805,967 in 
taxes to the state last year, which 
is equivalent to $2,208 for every day 
in the year. Reduced to tax per 
car mile, we have found that for 
every mile a single car is operated 
we pay 2 2-3 cents to the state. 
To run ai single car train from 
Upland to Los Angeles one way 
costs the company 95c, while a two- 
car train would be $1.90 for the 
35.68 miles te Los Angeles. 

Steam and electric lines pay 7% 
and 514%, respectfully, of their | 
gross revenues to the state in taxes, 
while it is safe to say that the auto-: 
mobile carrier pays not to exceed! 
1%. In addition, it has the free use 
of the state highways for its road- 
bed, which were built by the people 
at large. For the use and destruc- 
tion of these same highways they 
are paying nothing. The lack of 
having to pay the same proportion 
of taxes as other carriers is ene of 
the main réasons why the commerc- 
ial auto and truck have developed to 
such proportions in the past few 
years. 

The commercial 
truck and the steam and electric 
railways are engaged in the same 
field of public service. namely, 


automobile and 


engers. However, there is a wide 
disparity in the taxes paid by each. 

While we feel that the activities 
of the commercial carrier should be 
confined to districts not now served 
by steam and electric railways, if 
we must compete for business, in 
all fairness, the electric and steam 
railroads should not be handicapped 
by having to pay many times more 
taxes proportionately than its com- 
petitor, nor should this competitor 
be given the free use of the high- 
ways for its roadbed. 

One of the country’s leading rail- 
way authorities has said “that if 
the railroads were relieved of taxes 
on roadway and roadway mainten- 
ance, as the truck and autobus car- 
riers are, they could reduce freight 
rates 38% 
same time.”

Promised drive against bootleggers 
of San Bernardino County by federal 
prohibition agents materialized yes- 
terday when an enforcement squad 
working under Prohibition Commis- 
sioner H. H. Dolley of Los Angeles 
swooped down on San Bernardino 


and Etiwanda and made three ar- 
rests and confiscated several gallons 


of liquor. - 
Chief raid was made on the Colum- 
bero winery at Etiwanda, when 


Louisa Campinella, young and beau- 
tiful daughter of sunny Italy, was 
arrested and lodged in the county 
jail on a charge of violating the Vol- 
stead Act. 

Later im the afternoon T. Salas 
and Jack Garcia were arrested in 
San Bernardino and a quantity of 
liquor said to have been in their 
possession also was confiscated by 
the federal agents. They were 
charged with violating the Volstead 
Act and are being held in the county 
jail. 

Antonio Columbero, owner of the 
winery at Etiwanda, and said to be 
the foster father of Louisa Campin- 
ella, will be arrested today on a 
eharge similar to that of the three 
others, according to a statement made 
last night by the official in charge 
of the federal clean-up squad in 
this county. 

“We will clean up every bootleg 
distributing point in the county be- 
fore we leave,’ said one of the fed- 
eral officers. “In every arrest we 
have made, a sale has been obtained 
either personal or through operatives 
and, with the evidence we now have 
in our possession, a number of others 
will be taken into custody.” 

The federal officials are working 
in conjunction with county and city 
officers im the drive, Deputy Sheriff 
T. O. Carter accompanying them on 
the raid in which Garcia and Salas 
were arrested and Deputy Sheriff 
Ernest Leffen participating in the 
Campinella. arrest.

The speakers, according to reports 
widely spread on the street and 
which have reached the grand jury, 
made comments alleged to have been 
highly incendiary. To determine 
whether these addresses violated the 
criminal syndicalism act, the grand 
jury began an investigation. 

Action Secret 

G. W. Beattie, foreman of the 
grand jury, said last night it would 
not be proper for him to divulge 
any course that was taken by the 
grand jury. 

“All that I can say is that the 
grand jury began an_ investigation 
having to do with one angle -of the 
strike, that we took some testimony 
and will gather additional evidence.” 

It is not known what witnesses 
have been called bp the grand jury. 

Whether the grand jury will re- 
turn indictments is not known.

First five street cars for use o: 
the Pacific Electric lines in its ur- 
ban service, ordered last spring, will 
leave the shops in St. Louis the last 
of this month, according to official 
announcement. Soo after their ar- 
rival at the yards in Los Angeles, 
where they will be inspected, they 
will be placed in service. 

The fiew equipment was ordered 
at the time that the new rates were 
placed in effect throughout the Pa- 
cific Electric system, based on a 
certain rate per mile instead of the 
number of passengers carried over 
a certain line, making for equitable 
passenger fares to all points’ in 
Southern California reached by the 
interurban or urban lines of the 
company. 

At the same time the company, 
through General Manager D. W. 
Pontius, promised to build a tunnel 
to relieve congestion and traffic con- 
ditions in the vicinity of Hollywood. 
This will be taken up soon, also, and 
rushed to completion, officials of 
the company have assured the press. 

A telegram has been received from 
the St. Louis Car Company, in charge 
of the construction of the new equip- 
ment ordered by~heads of the Pa- 
cifle Electric operating department, 
giving full explanation as to delay 
in supplying the equipment on time, 
wich was contracted for delivery 
July 10. 

It is evidenced in the telegram 
that there have been several un- 
avoidable delays in the securing of 
material to build the cars. The Pa- 
cific Electric has been exonerated of 
all blame for having the delivery ar- 
rive later than was contracted for, 
as the telegram shows that the com- 
pany has been vigorous in its ef- 
forts to have the builders comply 
with the contract providing for the 
delivery of the equipment. 

Officials who awarded the contract 
left San Bernardino last January on 
their way to visit eastern concerns 
who were building the most up-to- 
date equipment. The new cars have 
several considerable departures from 
others purchased on the coast.

EDUCATION IN CALIFORNIA 

TLL C. WOOD, state superintendent of 
publie instruction, who succeeded Ea- 

ward Hyatt four years ago is candidate 

to succeeded himself at the forth com- 
ing election. Mr. Wood has visited Chaffey 
on various occasions, and is personally known 
to many people in this district. His state- 
ment of plans he has in mffnd to accomplish 
if electéd is as follows: 

The splendid accomplishment in edueation 
in California during the ‘last four years—an 
accomplishment made possible through the co- 
operation of all the major factors in edueation, 
is the best evidence of the kind of educational 
policies that will dominate in ease of my 
re-election. To be specific, however, I shall 
endeavor during the next four years to carry 
out the following policies: 

Improvement of the efficiency of every part 
of the publie school system from kindergarten 
to university. However, I make no pledge to 
reduce the tax rate for school purposes. I 
would be unworthy of re-election if I made 
such a pledge. Our schools have never been, 
and are not now as good as they should be. 
Whatever waste there is in the school system 
must be eliminated. With the increase in the 
purchasing power of the school tax dollar, we 
must insist upon a corresponding increase in 
school efficiency. Liberal support of educa- 
tion in a democracy such as ours is the best 
public economy. It is by securing the co- 
operation of the pupils, the teachers organized 
for professional improvement, and pareits 
organized in parent-teacher associations that 
we may hope to improve school efficiency. 

Emphasis upon law and order as American 
ideals and upon moral teaching. The schools 
must teach wholesome respect for the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, the Constitution of 
California and the laws of the land. 

Continued improvement of rural schools. 
During the last four years greater improve- 
ment has been made in country schools than in 
previevws four years. The country school has 
been given much better financial support. 
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Helpful supervision has been provided. Con- 
solidated districts have multiplied.

Recognition of the principle of equal pay for 
equal work and training. ; 

Maintenance of the public schools as non- 
partisan and non-sectarian institutions, com- 
mitted to the teaching of the truth and noth- 
ing but the truth, and encouraging young 
people to think for themselves. 

The abolition of illiteracy in California. In 
a democracy such as ours the future depends 
upon popular intelligence and understanding. 
Adult illiteracy in California, amounting to 
more than three per cent, must be overcome. 
To this end compulsory education and child 
labor laws must be strictly enforced; special 
instruction for illiterate and foreign born 
adults must be provided; Indian children and 
migratory children, so long neglected, must 
be given a chance to develop mentally and 
morally. However, the aim in all this work 
must be not only to teach people to read but 
also to think and act rightly. 

Equalization of educational opportunities. 
Every child, rich or poor, normal or sub- 
normal, typical or atypical, must be given an 
American chance. Vocational classes and 
special classes of various types should be 
conducted wherever the situation warrants it. 
lt is not only better, but also cheaper in the 
long run to prepare people to support them- 
selves than to permit young people to grow 
up inefficient and unable to make their way.

BACK TO THE LAND 


UGH McRAE of Wilmington, North 

Carolina is proving that dreams come 

true. Twenty years ago~he had visions 

of what could be done to the swamp 
and timber lands near his home arfd today he 
has steceeded far beyond the thoughts of his 
ardent admirers, though not beyond his own. 
The trouble with Wilmington said everyone. 
was that there was no ‘‘back country’’. Then 
said Mr. McRae let’s make one. He has made 
good. He has cut out the wastes that have 
been so profitless, and made productive oc- 
cupation for thousands of people who wanted 
to “live onea farm but couldn’t make any- 
thing out of farming.’’ 

Mr. McRae has a more important project 
now under consideration—Two or three hun- 
dred farms of twenty acres each will be laid 
out in eastern North Carolina, and the entire 
place will be known as Farm City. Adjoining 
these farms will be creameries, canneries, 
basket and crate factories, storage houses. 
Farm Cfty will be equipped to take care of 
what it grows and to supply many of its own 
wants. 

There will also be a training farm, an 
agricultural school for local co-operative ex- 
periments, a community centre with an Inn, 
shops library, schools, and places of amuse- 
ments.. Farm City will be developed with 
the knowledge and experience of the best 
men in the agricultural lines in this country; 
Dr. F. H. Newell, former chief of the U. S. 
Reclamation Service; John Nolen leader of 
the movement for city and rural planning; 
Thomas Adams, adviser of the Dominion of 
Canada in its town planning; Dr. J. A. 
Bonsteel the soil expert, and others,

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WHO TEED OFF FIRST IN 
AMERICA? 


T is always interesting to ‘‘go back to 

the very beginning’’ and in glancing 

over some old records the other day we 

discovered the answer to the above 
question. The origin of golf itself is lost in 
the mists of antiquity, the name is derived 
from Icelandic and Danish words meaning ball, 
club or arrow, but after all ‘‘What’s in a 
name?’’ The chief thing is to possess one-

George Wright is the pioneer, Back in 
1883 he is said to have brought the first set 
of golf clubs and the first box of golf balls 
into this country. He had a small store in 
Boston at the time, and in looking over a 
cricket catalogue of a London firm he noticed 
an illustration of golf club, and thought it 
would be a good idea to bring over a set to 
introduce them to America. He accordingly 
imported the clubs and a few boxes of golf 
balls, and put them on-display in his store 
window. A Seotechman happened up and went 
in to make inquiry as to the whereabouts of 
the golf course. Wright declares that there 
was not a single golf course in America at 
that time, and the first golf shots here were 
made on a vacant lot in Boston. There are 
now forty golf courses accessible in Boston 
alone.

PAIN A GROWER 
OF SOUR ORANGES 


Eighty per cent of the oranges 
grown in Spain are so-called “sour 
oranges,” which are used exclusively 
in the manufacture of marmalade. 
The other 20 per cent is a small, 
Sweet orange with rough peel of 
medium , thickness containing many 
seeds. The orchards are ploughed 
three times annually, at the end of 
February and again at two intervals 
of 20 days after the first ploughing, 
after which the orchards are har- 
rowed and left until the following 
year. 

Before the hot weather sets in the 
orchards are divided by irrigation 
trenches into 30-foot squares and 
flooded ‘to a depth of some eight 
inches. The orchards are irrigated 
in this manner five times during the 
summer. The majority. of pumps 
supplying the water for irrigation 
purposes are operated by horses and 
;mules, although electric pumps are 
| heing substituted in districts where 
| electrical current is cheap. 
| Orchards are fertilized during the 
|months of April and May by manure 
and mineral fertilizers. Manure is 
most commonly used and from 65 
‘to 85 pounds per tree. The mineral 
fertilizer is composed one-half of 
super-phosphates and equal parts of 
nitrogenous and potassium matter. 
From nine to twelve pounds are 
used per tree. 

Pest is “Pioll Rolg” 

The most important pest that is 
known, from the point of view of the 
damage caused, is known as “poill 
roig’’ or the Italian “serpetta.” This 
pest has until recently been unsuc- 
cessfully combated with various prep- 
arations of sulphur. At present the 
trees are fumigated with a hydro- 
cyanic preparation duringe the time 
when the trees have neither fruit 
nor flower. ‘“Poill Roig’ is common 
throughout this entire district. 

Little attention is paid to pruning 
by the orchardists. It February and 
{March the upper branches of the 
young trees are cut and the dry 
branches removed. ° 

Picking Done in December 

Picking is done by hand during 
December and January. In certain 
years this picking begins in No- 
vember, but only when the autumn 
has been warm. The fruit is carried 
to packers in “paniers’’ placed on 
mules and donkeys, and the packers, 
generally women, after wrapping 
each orange in tissue paper, pack 
them in boxes divided into two com- 
partments and with a convex top, 
which insures ventilation. Oranges 
are grown almost exclusively; sweet 
and sour lemons are cultivated in 
very small quantities only. The sour 
orange, known as “citrus vulgaris” 
or “citrus bigaradia’” has a_ very 
thick and rough peel and its extreme 
bitterness makes it very desirable 
for marmalade. An orange is grown 
in the province of Cordoba which is 
neither of the sour nor sweet var- 
liety and which becomes sweet if al- 
lowed to remain on the tree for 
;*wo or three months: after the other 
oranges of this district are picked. 

Sour oranges are propagated. in 
the following manner: A plot of 
|land_ protected from the north wind 
is well manured and covered with 
| earth to a depth of two inches. The 
only fruit used for seeding are 
those oranges growm on the central 
branches of ‘the tree. ‘his fruit is 
cut in halves and pressed into the 
prepared earth, the cut surface down- 
wards. It is then covered with two 
inches of soil.* After being planted 
in this manner the earth is sprinkled 
every three or four days until the 
seeds contained in the half oranges 
sprout. These seedlings are left in 
the ground for a year of until the 
plants are some tWo and a half feet 
high, when they are transplanted and 
placed about three feet apart, where 
they remain until sold. 

Yields Per Acreage 

A—Per tree the average yield is 
trom 2,000 to 2,500 oranges. 

B—Per hectare from 12,400 to 
12,900 oranges, or from 280 to 300 
one-half chests. 

C—Total yield for 1919-1920, 1920- 
1921, 1921-1922:

Sour oranges are grown in the land 
bordering the Guadalquiver River and 
from 450 to 500 hectares are devoted 
to their cultivation. Sweet oranges 
which grow in the valleys, embrace 
some 75 to 100 hectares. 

Sour oranges are exported to Eng- 
land and a few to Canada and the 
United States. Citrus fruits are not 
imported in this district. 

Although the land in this region is 
especially adapted to the cultivation 
of oranges, this branch of horticul- 
ture does not receive much atten- 
tion. Due to the pest “poill roig” 


° ;many orchards have been complete- 


{ly ruined and orchardists have re- 
placed orange with olive trees, as 
the return from the latter is very 
much greater.

rn" not worked plants—of both 

anges and lemons were introduced 
and planted by either missionaries or 
trades in the very early days. 

Ar old site of a mission station, 
started by or before 1820, situated 
on the south side of the Kawhia Har- 
bor, west coast of the North Island, 
is still known by the name of Lemon 
Point, and there, until recently, speci- 
mens of the old Rough lemon were 
growing. The same variety is also 
to be found still on old mission sites 
in the far north. 

Sweet oranges, also from seed prob- 
ably, were to be found of very great 
age, but generally badly broken down 
by the ravages of the native borer, 
which was till recent years, the only 
serious enemy citrus had. 


Introduction of Named Sorts 





For 75 years or more New Zealand 
has had a number of well trained and 
up to date nurserymen, who from 
time to time have been introducing 
and actlimatising ornamental and 
economic trees and plants, but un- 
fortunately many of these were more 
practical than literary, and as a re- 
sult names and dates of many mat- 
ters horticultural, as well as other- 
wise, have been lost, or can only be 
secured at cost of much labor. 

It is certain that by about the year 
1850 there were several named var- 
ieties of oranges growing in the north 
and about that time, if not earlier, 
the best type of the Lisbon lemon 
wes here. Jt has remained the stand- 
ard. ever since. The early plants were 
nearly all raised from cuttings and 
lavers, and these made great growth 
and soon bore heavy crops, in the 50’s 
and 60’s of last century. Leading 
nurserymen importing citrus stocks 
were the late T. B. Hawkins of North 
Shore, Auckland; the late David Hay 
and the late C. T. Wren, also of 
Auckland, but they have left no rec- 
ords as to dates. 

About the same time the late Sir 
George Grey, the great Pro Consul 
of the Victorian era, lived in New. 
Zealand and owned the _ beautiful 
Kawau Island in the outer Auckland 
Harbor. To it he brought all the 
semi-tropical trees and plants he 
could import, and amongst these were 
many types of oranges, both sweet 
and sour, also limes, citrons, shad- 
docks and grapefruit. One of the 
sour oranges, of the grapefruit type, 
was on account of its great cropping 
qualities, named “The Poor Man’s.” 
This variety is today the one most 
vrized for marmalade, not only by 
the housewives, but also by the pre- 
serving factories. In fact it has 
driven out the Seville in New Zea- 
land and it has now got a firm hold 
in Australia. 

Since about 1880 New Zealand 





introduced practically every new cit- 
rus fruit that has been offered in 
any country. The Eureka and Villa 
Franka lemons were introduced from 
California by the late J. W. Palmer 
about 1890. Since then Messina, 
Sicily, Sweet Rind and several others 
have been tried, but the favorites to- 
day are the old Lisbon and _ the 
Eureka. = 

Present Position of Citrus Industry 


in New Zealand 


At a recent meeting of thé horticul- 
turalists held in the city ef Auck- 
land, one grower, Mr. H. R. Wright, 
showed in perfect condition twelve 
varieties of sweet oranges, six of 
sour oranges, six varieties of lemons 
and several of grapefruit, shaddocks, 
limes and citrons. 

Area in Citrus in New Zealand 

Tt is estimated that there are some 
1000 acres planted out to citrus im 
New Zealand, at about 100 trees to 
the acre, and the planting is proceed- 
ing at the rate of about 15,000 trees 
per year, of which fully two-thirds 
are lemons and the rest mixed be- 
tween sweet and sour oranges, with 
just a few of the other citrus sorts. 

There is an increased interest in 
citrus since our government has put 
a little duty on the imported fruit. 
Previously, Italy, United States of 
America and Australia used to flood 
our market and make it difficult for 
the local grower with his standard | 
of wages and living to hold his own. 

We have now 1,300,000 inhabitants, 
and our aim is at least to grow 
enough citrus fruit to supply local 
requirements as soon as possible. 


Stocks 





The rough lemon, the sour orange, 
trees from cuttings and from layers, 
citrus trifoliata. and the seedling 
Tahiti orange have been and are all 
in use or in process of trial. But 
the one used for, 90 per cent of the 
trees are the Island orange seedlings. 
They produce a good even stand, are 
hordy, make good growth and will 
resist a fair amount of frost. This 
will hold its own till a better proved 
stock is in sight. 


Crops 


It is a saying locally, “Feed a 
lemon and you will have fruit.” and 
this seems to be the rule. Wherever 
good culture and liberal manuring is 
the rule, the crops are good as a 
general thing. Usually the first fruit 
of any value appears about the fifth 
year. ‘ 

Soils 


Citrus has been found to thrive 
over a wide range of soils from san@v 
loams to Eluvial and on to strong 
clay loams provided always that the 
drainage is good. 


Possibilities 


There is no doubt that New Zealand 
offers great possibilities for the 
growth of the citrus fruits. Only the 
question of providing suitable mar- 
kets can keep it back. And it is be- 


lieved that this matter will be suc- 
cessfully surmounted by the time we 
are producing more than we can use,
